There: were 
questions to be asked about fed- 
eral aid to parochial schools and 
the whole broad aspect of at- 
tempts to break down the funda- 
mental interpretation and appli- 
cation of separation of church 
and state. There were inquiries 
growing honestly out of the 
Roman communion’s assertion of 
authority over its communicants 
in matters secular and spiritual. 


Questions 


Persons who raised such ques- 
tions were not bigots. Bigots 
there are a plenty. They mouth 
all sorts of madness and foolish- 
ness about plans by the Vatican 
to take over America. These slan- 
derers turn out falsehood and 
distortion with ease because they 
are professionals in the always 
busy circles of the lunatic fringe. 
But it was not possible so to clas- 
sify those who had honest ques- 
tions honestly raised. 


By now all these questions have 
been answered. It is now im- 
possible to raise a single one 
which has not been set straight 
with one of the most complete 
and candid statements ever made 
in a political campaign. Indeed, 
it is more than that. It is a vivid, 
personal, human document. It is 
a testament of a man’s faith in 
his country, his religion, and 
even more, a testament of faith 
in itself. 


Here is a man who, as a pub- 
lic servant, put his country 
wholly first. If his obligation to 
his church should ever intervene, 
he would, he said in conclusion, 
resign. Here was an eloquent en- 
dorsement of the Constitution of 
the United States in its entirety. 
Rarely has a man in public life 
of any political party done so 
in such detail. We are all in his 
debt for having spelled it out so 
carefully. It had become neces- 
sary for him te do so because of 
questions raised by honest men 
and the distortions thrown about 
them by the dishonest. But he 
seemed to joy in the opportunity. 
This was no routine performance. 
Jack Kennedy went all the way. 
Affiliation 

It must have made him a bit 
sad to know it was necessary. It 
was never good for Americans to 
be saying that 40 million of our 
citizens, because of a Christian 
affiliation, were barred from the 
presidency. It is quite probable 
that Jack Kennedy, by the 
surgery of his words, has saved 
us from a national sickness which 
seriously would have damaged 
the national health. It will, by 
no means, please all those of his 
own communion. The extreme 
Catholic right will not be in 
agreement. These extremists, as 
blind as any others, will attack 
him. 


From all viewpoints this was a 
historic moment. It may well be 
that from this time onward, a 
new and necessary advance can 
be made in Protestant-Catholic 
relations. 


It will be very difficult further 
to question John Kennedy with- 
out deserving the label of un- 
reasonable prejudice. There is 
simply no legitimate 
to be asked. All this we can say

And Negroes, the votes showed, 
also helped provide Smith, who 
had campaigned on a promise to 
continue fighting to keep schools 
from being closed by segrega- 
tionists, with more votes than 
both of his opponents combined. 

Smith got 36,131 votes to 19,271 
for F. W. (Buddy) Griffin Jr. 
and 11,402 for former Rep. Jesse 
L. Walton. 


The Negro vote had little ef-

As Guides in Era of Change 


“He, being dead, yet speaketh,” is a phrase which describes Frederick W. 
Robertson, a 19th-century Anglican preacher in England. Robertson died more 
than 100 years ago. He lived only 47 years and was not widely known in his own 


lifetime. Robertson’s name became prominent all over the Christian world after his death when his 
sermons were published and earned a wide distribution. Poor health plagued Robertson’s body and 
spiritual doubt made uneasy his mind. 


But he battled through to a 
strong and positive Christian 
witness which still speaks elo- 
quently. He never resolved all 
matters of theology—but, then, 
whoever has? He did, however, 
discover to his own soul's satis- 
faction and to the cure of souls 
of many others that religion 
makes it possible for one to 
achieve a meaningful, God- 
centered life. 

At one time he betook him- 
self to the Tyrolean Alps, where 
he struggled earnstly to dis- 
cover a Light that might make 
clear his way. Here is what he 
wrote on that occasion: 

“T know but one way in 
which a man may come forth 
from his agony scathless; it is 
by holding fast to those things 
which are certain still — the 
grand, simple landmarks of 
morality. In the darkest hour 
through which a human soul 
can pass, whatever else is 
doubtful this is at least cer- 
tain: If there be no God and no 
future state, yet, even then, it 
is better to be generous than 


selfish; better to be chaste 
than licentious; better to be true 
than false; better to be brave 
than a coward. Blessed beyond

All of the 
cookies, hot breads, cakes and 
pies are baked at the school. 

Many of the recipes come 
from. Washington, D.C., but. the 
cafeteria also uses other 
recipes that are favorites with 
children. 


The school opened in March, 
1958, and Mrs. Snelson has 
been planning their menus since. 
This was not her first introduc- 


tion to the program, since she 
helped to initiate school lunches 
into 25 counties. 


But an outstanding school 
lunch program takes more co- 
operation than that between 
those in the kitchen and the 
main dietitian. Although Mr. 
Lloyd O. Thrasher is the new 
principal at Midway Elemen- 
tary, he is just as enthusiastic 
as the parents and teachers. 


‘We are teaching the chil- 
dren to accept responsibility 
by letting them pay for their 
own lunches,” he stated. 

“It does take a while to get 
those first-grade students in 
line,” he explained, ‘‘but in an- 
other week or so, they'll move 
along just like the others.” 


COLORFUL MENU 


Mrs. Snelson’s menu. was col- 
orful as well as nutritious. She 
had included in the menu meat 
loaf, carrots arid peas, hot rolls, 
butter, ice cream and cinnamon 
cookies. 


While Mrs. Snelson is busy 
with the school lunch, parents at 
home are praising the program. 
Mrs. Tuck has four young Zirls, 
two of which are school age. 

Since Mrs. Tuck majored in 
dietetics at the University of 
Georgia, she had an opportu- 
nity to study and become aware 
of the program’s details. 


CHILDREN REBEL 


Many times children rebel and 
refuse to eat in the lunch room. 
“IT feel,” said the enthusiastic 
homemaker, ‘‘that first graders 
are often impressed by the sight 
of lunch boxes and since they 
have no books to carry home, 
they insist on carrying sacks or 
boxes of food.”’ 


The first day that Phyllis at- 
tended school, she didn’t have 
time to finish her lunch,” ‘con- 
tinued the mother, “and on the 
second day she was determined 
to carry her own lunch.”
